The  1957  Davis  Cup  Challenge  round  was  played  at  Kooyong  courts  on  the  outskirts  of 
Melbourne  Australia  from  December  26-28i   The  Australian  team  befeateo  the  Unite*  States 
5-2  to  win  its  third  straight  Davis  Cup  anU  seventh  in  the  last  eight  years. 

The  American  team  was  forced  to  use  Barry  MacKay  as  a  substitute  for  ailing  HERSin 
Flam  and  MacKay  also  was  usecj  in  place  of  Gardner  Mulloy  in  the  doubles  because  of 
Mulloy's  poor  play  against  the  Belgians. 

Australia  took  the  singles  o.m  the  first  day  and  easily  won  the  doubles  on  the  second 
•^AY.   At  this  time  the  Australians  hoped  to  tie  the  record  of  three  straight  5-0  victo- 
ries set  by  Britain  (1904-1906)  but  they  were  defeated  as  the  Americans  won  the  final 
two  singles.   Although  this  record  was  not  broken  two  others  were.   For  the  first  time 
in  Gup  history,  all  the  singles  went  to  five  sets  and  the  longest  final  set  in  Davis 
Cup  history  was  played  in  the  Sei  xas-Andersc^j  match.   It  was  finally  won  by  SeIxas  I  5-II  . 

In  the  rir%3T  matgh  which  Mal  Anjerson  of  Australia  won  6-5,  7-5?  5-6,  7-9,  6-5, 
Barry  MacKay  came  back  from  a  two  set  defecit  to  prolong  the  match  to  five  sets.   In  the 

FORTH  SET,  MacKAY  WAS  BEHIND  ^-2     BUT  HE  FOUGHT  BACK  TO  WIN  THE  SET  9-7. 

The  SECOND  match  between  Ashley  Cooper  of  Australia  and  Vic  Seixas  was  a  carefully 
played  match  which  Cooper  won  in  the  end  5-6,  7-5.

the  Australian  captain,  expressed  his  loose  grip  on  the  Cup  because  of  MacKay's  showing, 
AND  THE  1  95S  Challenge  round  promises  to  be  even  closer  than  this  year  's.

(209)  THE  Romans  defeated  and  slew  Hap- 
DRUDAL,  Hannibal's  brother  who  was  on  his 
way  to  help  Hannibal  at  Rome,  forcing 
Hanni bal  to  retreat. 

By  201,  Rome  had  driven  the  Cartha- 
ginians completely  out  of  Italy,  Spain  and 
all  other  mediterranean  lands. 

Hannibal's  last  years  were  very  bad 

and  after  being  put  into  exile,  the  romans 

demanded  his  surrender  but  in  1  85  b.c. 

Hannibal  commited  suicide  with  a  poisoned 

ring  that  he  wore.
